Sex education, "flour babies", and is- 
sues concerning children are a few of the 
subjects taught in the Child Development 
class. Mrs. Brookmyer, the teacher of 
Child Development, stated that students 
study the prenatal concerns and care, de- 
livery and birth, as well as the physical, 
emotional and intellectual development 
of children. 

The purpose of the "flour babies" is to 



teach the students about the responsibil- 
ities of caring for a child while attending 
school. Contracts are signed by the stu- 
dents which state the responsibility of 
3:00 am feedings and finding child care 
for the baby. "It usually will wear 'thin' 
on a student by about the 5th day," said 
Brookmyer. She also pointed out that car- 
ing for a child isn't easy, being 15-16 
years old, and caring for a child is unnec- 
essary at a young age. 



With this in mind, abstinence is taught 
along with birth control to avoid the situa- 
tion of teen motherhood. Brookmyer said 
that sex education is taught in this class 
along with responsibility and options. 

Different aspects of child abuse is diss- 
cussed in this class. According to Brook- 
myer a child psychologist comes in as a 
guest speaker to discuse sexual, mental 
and physical abuse of children.
